DISTRICT  Xo.  1. 

The  Summer  Term  was  taught  by  Miss  Martha  T. 
Learnard,  of  Chester. 

Miss  Learnard  belongs  to  that  class  of  persons  to  which 
New  England  owes  its  preeminence — the  class  of  earnest, 
honest,  patient  teachers,  which  find  in  the  schoolroom  a 
nich  they  seemed  prepared  to  fill  in  the  great  architectural 
design  of  the  universe.  The  advancement  ot  the  school 
was  rapid,  and  discipline  thorough. 

The  Winter  Term  was  taught  by  Miss  Mary  F.  Pingree, 
of  Auburn.  The  school  made  good  progress,  but  its  most 
prominent  characteristic  was  its  thorough  discipline. 
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We  would  suggest  to  the  people  of  District  No.  7,  that 
Miss  Pingree  possesses  all  the  requisite  qualifications  for 
keeping  a  good  school. 

DISTRICT  No,  2. 

There  has  been  but  one  term  in  this  District  for  the 
year  1867  ;  that  was  taught  by  Miss  Emma  L.  Jenness,  of 
Deny.  If  some  sources  of  ill-feeling  had  not  been  so 
persistently  agitated,  the  school  would  probaby  have  been 
better;  yet  the  closing  examination  showed  a  school  under 
good  discipline  and  scholars  who  had  well  remembered  the 
lessons  they  had  learned. 


DISTRICT  No.  3. 

Taught  by  Miss  Anna  L.  Bean,  of  Deerfield.  This  is 
undoubtedly  the  hardest  school  to  keep  in  town,  there  be- 
ing some  forty  scholars  too  young  to  realize,  for  the  most 
part,  what  they  attend  school  for.  Yet  Miss  Bean  seemed 
particularly  qualified  for  the  position,  and  the  school  made 
good  progress. 

The  Winter  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Emma  L.  Jenness, 
of  Derry.  In  this  school  Miss  Jenness  fully  sustained  the 
high  reputation  she  had  won  as  a  thorough  teacher  and 
strict  disciplinarian. 

DISTRICT  No.  4. 

The  Summer  Term  was  taught  by  Miss  Lucy  E.  Shute, 
of  Derry. 

This  was  Miss  Shute's  first  attempt  at  teaching  ;  yet 
the  closing  examination  showed  that  she  had  wTell  employ- 
ed her  own  and  pupils'  time. 

The  Winter  Term  was  taught  by  Miss  S.  F.  Parmenton, 
of  Derry.  This  school  made  slow  progress,  but  from  the 
length  of  the  term  the  scholars  may  have  been  weary  with 
much  study,  or  the  absence  of  the  larger  classes  may  have 
occasioned  it  to  appear  in  an  unfavorable  light. 
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DISTRICT  No.  5. 


The  Summer  Term  was  taught  by  Miss  Ellen  F.  Han- 
son, of  Auburn.  She  managed  the  school  in  a  kind  and 
considerate  manner,  and  the  closing  examination  showed 
the  school  had  made  good  progress. 

The  Winter  Term  was  taught  by  Miss  M.  E.  Dearborn, 
of  Auburn.  Miss  Dearborn  brought  into  her  school  a 
large  amount  of  energy  and  experience,  and,  as  a  matter 
of  course,  it  made  rapid  progress. 


DISTRICT  No.  6. 


Both  Summer  and  "Winter  Terms  were  taught  by  Miss 
Mary  C.  Coult,  of  Auburn.  Although  this  was  her  first 
school,  she  immediately  took  a  high  position  as  a  teacher, 
and  her  school  made  satisfactory  propress. 


DISTRICT  No.  7. 


The  Summer  Term  was  taught  by  Miss  Lizzie  Cate,  of 
Hooksett.  This  was  Miss  Cate's  first  attempt  at  teachi  ig 
and  her  success  was  not  what  we  hoped  it  would  have 
been.  Yet  with  a  different  school  and  a  judgment  ma- 
tured by  years,  she  may  shine  a  bright  star  among  the 
teachers  of  New  Hampshire. 

The  Winter  Term  was  taught  by  Miss  Mary  A.  Chase, 
of  Auburn.  Miss  Chase  commenced  this  school  with  the 
mistaken  idea  of  governing  it  by  kindness,  but  found  be- 
fore its  close  the  rod  and  the  ruler  more  potent  arguments 
in  favor  of  good  order  and  perfect  lessons.  This  is  the 
most  difficult  school  in  town,  yet  the  closing  examination 
showed  a' fair  degree  of  progress. 
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DISTRICT  No.  8. 


The  Summer  Term  was  taught  by  Miss  Abbie  F.  Nutter, 
of  Barnstead.  This  was  Miss  Nutter's  first  attempt  at 
teaching,  yet  the  closing  examination  showed  the  school 
had  made  a  good  degree  of  progress. 

The  Winter  Term  was  taught  by  Miss  Sarah  A.  Ball,  of 
Auburn.  She  sustained  the  good  reputation  she  had 
gained,  and  the  school  advanced  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  people  of  Auburn 
to  the  fact  that  the  amount  of  money  appropriated  for 
common  schools  is  about  the  same  as  it  has  been  for  years 
— while  the  price  of  board  and  the  wages  of  teachers  has 
nearly  doubled  ;  therefore  you  arc  not  giving  your  chil- 
dren the  same  facilities  for  acquiring  an  education  as  were 
given  to  you.  Many  who  have  no  children  to  attend  the 
common  school  look  upon  the  money  paid  for  its  support 
as  almost  thrown  away  ;  yet  it  returns  to  them  many  hun- 
dred per  cent., — for  we  believe  that  the  continuation  of 
our  government  depends  upon  the  education  of  the  masses. 
Other  nations  have  tried  the  problem  of  self  government 
and  failed  in  its  solution,  because  the  masses  of  their 
people  were  ignorant.  Reduce  the  mass  of  the  American 
people  to  that  same  ignorance — then  farewell  peace,  pros- 
perity and  self-government.  I  can  hardly  look  upon  the 
man  who  would  reduce  the  amount  appropriated  ior  com- 
mon schools  to  the  merest  pittance,  as  one  that  loves  his 
kind  or  country.  Therefore,  I  would  suggest  the  people 
of  Auburn  appropriate  not  less  than  $800  for  the  support 
of  common  schools  the  ensuing  year.
